For Hay'* Prompt Action in Calling 
China’s Attention to Charges. 
Washington, .Jan. 18.—Russia Tues­ 
day through Count Cassini expressed 
her thanks to the American govern­ 
ment for its prompt action in calling 
to China’s attention the charges that 
her neutrality was being violated. The 
Russian ambassador received Tuesday 
a note from Secretary Hay acknowl­ 
edging the 
communication 
of Count 
Lamsdorff and informing the ambas­ 
sador that the American government 
had promptly called China’s attention 
to the charges and expressed the fer­ 
vent hope that China’s neutrality as 
well 
an 
her 
administrative 
entity 
would 
be faithfully 
preserved. 
The 
secrecy further said that the Chinese 
minister had assured him that his gov­ 
ernment .was equally 
desirous of re­ 
maining strictly neutral and was doing 
her utmost to prevent violations of her 
neutrality by either belligerent. 
Secretary Hay had another confer 
cnee with Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, 
the Chinese minister, Tuesday, the lat­ 
ter calling 
at the state

soon after Count Cassini's departure, 
i T h e minister ro|>orted that he had r e 
j ceivcd a telegram 
from his

j ment asking for the charges in detail. 
Count Cassini

solute proof that Chinese neutrality 
was being frequently violated and that 
unless China mended her ways and 
maintained an attitude of strict neu­ 
trality the imperial government would 
be forced to look first to R ussia’s in­ 
terest.

Officers From Port Arthur Incensed at 
Russian Government. 
¡¿ondon. Jan. 18.—The correspond­ 
ent at Nagasaki of the Express has

Year’s day was merely a coincidence.

Can Be Floated. 
London, Jan. 18.—The Times corre 
spondent at Port Arthur, detailing the 
damage to the Russian fleet., says the 
battleships Perseviet and Poltava i ;¡ 
easily lie floated, but that the formo a 
superstructure 
is greatly 
damaged 
and that the crluisers Pallada and 
the armored cruiser Payan apparent­ 
ly are not seriously damaged and can 
be refloated. These four vessels, the 
correspondent says, may be saved 
after great expense, but the difficul­ 
ties will be great, as there is no dock 
in Japan for battleships. The battle 
ships Retvizan and Pobfeda seem to 
be hopelessly damaged. As regards 
armament, the turret guns were all 
destroyed before surrender. Some of 
the guns of tbo secondary armament 
are intact, but most of the small guns 
were removed to the forts. 
Three days before the surrender the 
ships were set on fire with kerosene 
and mines were exploded alongside. 
Russians state that the fleet was unfit 
for service after the engagement of 
Aug. TO. Coal was abundant, and it 
was used to protect the decks of the 
war vessels against howitzer shells. 
On the capture of Roju hill the ships 
were sunk by opening sluices.

For Hay's Prompt Action in Calling 
China’s Attention to Charges. 
Washington. Jan. 18.—Russia Tues­ 
day through Count Cassini expressed 
her thanks to the American govern­ 
ment for its prompt action in calling 
to China’s attention the charges that 
her neutrality was being violated. The 
Russian ambassador received Tuesday 
a note from Secretary Hay acknowl­ 
edging the communication of Count 
Lamsdorff and informing the ambas­ 
sador that the American government 
had promptly called China's attention 
to the charges and expressed the fer­ 
vent hope that China’s neutrality as 
well as her administrative entity 
would be faithfully preserved. The 
secrecy further said that the Chinese 
minister had assured him that his gov­ 
ernment ,was equally desirous of re­ 
maining strictly neutral and was doing 
her utmost to prevent violations of her 
neutrality by either belligerent. 
Secretary Hay hail another confer­ 
ence with Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, 
the Chinese minister, Tuesday, the lat­ 
ter calling at the state department 
soon after Count Cassini’s departure. 
The minister reported that he had re­ 
ceived a telegram from his govern 
ment asking for the charges in detail. 
Count Cassini said at night that 
Russia’s note to the powers was 
prompted by the fact that she had ab­ 
solute proof that Chinese neutrality 
was being frequently violated and that 
unless China mended her ways and 
maintained nn attitude of strict neu­ 
trality the imperial government would 
be forced to look first to Russia’s in­ 
terest.

The Junior officers 
denounced the incapacity and folly of 
the government in entering upon the 
war and declare that all the men who 
return to Russia from Port Arthur are 
revolutionists in spirit.

Washington, Jan. 18. —Speaker Can­ 
non was a guest of honor and the prin­ 
cipal speaker at the annual banquet 
of the National Board of Trade Tues­ 
day. The speaker voiced his senti­ 
ments regarding the question of tariff 
legislation, river and harbor improve­ 
ments and the amendment of the inter­ 
state commerce law. He reminded 
his hearers that this was the short ses­ 
sion of congress and that the members 
were to agree on legislation that would 
devote approximately $650,000,000 to 
the public service. If the throttle 
were to be opened $100,000.000 more 
easily could be appropriated and yet 
there would be a cry for more. 
Regarding the tariff question Mr. 
Cannon said it was tin- consensus of 
opinion that it was better to wait a 
year before undertaking to revise the 
revenue laws. “I think,” he said, 
“we have a pretty good revenue law 
both as regaros the customs and the 
internal revenue, and,” he added with 
a smile, “we need the money.” 


W il l Hesitate to Run the Risk. 
“Under existing conditions,” the 
speaker said, “my impression is that 
the congress of tho United States will 
hesitate to run the risk of halting the 
business interests of the country. I 
trust that when adjournment of con­ 
gress comes the country will gc-1 a 
rCst substantially until the first Mon­ 
day in December.” 
Regarding the interstate comm erce 
law Mr. Cannon was inclined to think 
it possible to give the country some­ 
thing in the way of legal machinery 
that would correct the inequities that 
now exist. In the remaining days of 
congress, he added, legislation may be 
enacted that will tend to correct tho 
present inequities between the dis­ 
tributor and the consumer. 
On the subje -t of rivers and har­ 
bors Mr, Cannon said that wise pro­ 
vision would be made by congress for 
the improvement of our waterways 
and great, inland seas so far as prac­ 
ticable.

SALT LAKE W A TER. 


E f f e c t o f II* W o n d e r f u l I l n o y n n e y o n 
H od ie* m i d Hon I*. 
The buoyancy of the water of the 
Great Salt lake is such that it is al­ 
most impossible for a iwrson to remain 
upright In it, his body being lifted as a 
strip of wood throw n into the w ater at 
a vertical or oblique direction like a 
dart is returned to the surface in a 
horizontal position. 
Iii fact, it is be­ 
lieved that the Great Salt lake w ill 
support more weight to a given volume 
of water than even the Dead sea. 
It 
is a very popular resort with bathers 
for the reason that it Is impossible for 
a person to drown unless he should 
deliberately place his head under the 
surface or tie a weigbCto his feet. The 
bather can float upon the water, lying 
on his back or chest, and keep bis head 
entirely above the surface with no ef­ 
fort of the arms or legs. 
The large 
quantity of salt in solution is the prin­ 
cipal reason for the buoyancy. 
W h ile 
the buoyancy of the w ater is so great 
that it w ill support a person without 
aid, the boats which are designed to 
be used upon . the lake must be con­ 
structed especially to counteract this 
feature. 
The ordinary wooden vessel 
when empty is actually too light to be 
navigated with safety upon it, since 
such a small portion of it would be 
immersed. 
Therefore* care has to be 
taken, iii building sailboats especially, 
lest they In* top heavy. 
For this reason 
navigation is very dangerous on the 
lake when the wind is blowing even 
moderately unless the vessel is loaded 
so that it sits deep enough in the w a­ 
ter to counteract the buoyant tendency. 
The quantity of salt held in solution 
is so great that it is dangerous for one 
to swallow even a mouthful of the 
water, as it is liable to cause strangula­ 
tion. 
Several deaths from this cause 
have ensued among persons who have 
ventured 
into 
the 
lake.—Chambers* 
Journal.

Mr. Childs concluded his argument 
for the state shortly after noon and 
was followed by Attorney Somerville 
for the defense.

jury 
Wednesday. 
The outlook is for acquit­ 
tal.

North Sea Commission Meets in the 
French Capital.

SALT LAKE WATER. 


Effect a t 14* W o n d erfu l Buoyancy on 
ftodle* u ml Huh 4*. 
The buoyancy of the water of the 
Great Salt lake is such that it is al­ 
most impossible for a iH*rson to remain 
upright In it, his body being lifted as a 
strip of wood thrown into the water at 
a vertical or oblique direction like a 
dart is returned to the surface in a 
horizontal position. 
In fact, it is be­ 
lieved that the Great Salt lake will 
support more weight to a given volume 
of water than even the Dead sea. 
It 
is a very popular resort with bathers 
for the reason that it is impossible for 
a person to drown unless be should 
deliberately place bis bead under the 
surface or tie a weigbCto bis feet. The 
bather can float upon the water, lying 
on his back or chest, and keep bis bead 
entirely above the surface with no e f­ 
fort of the arms or legs. 
The large 
quantity of salt in solution is the prin­ 
cipal reason for the buoyancy. 
While 
the buoyancy of the water Is so great 
that it will support a person without 
aid, the boats which are designed to 
be used upon the lake must be con­ 
structed especially to counteract this 
feature. 
The ordinary wooden vessel 
when empty is actually too light to be 
navigated with safety upon it, since 
such a small portion of it would be 
immersed. 
Therefore care lias to be 
taken, in building sailboats especially, 
lest they la* top heavy. For this reason 
navigation is very dangerous on the 
lake when the wind is blowing even 
moderately unless the vessel is loaded 
so that it sits deep enough in the w a­ 
ter to counteract the buoyant tendency. 
The quantity of salt held in solution 
Is so great that it is dangerous for one 
to swallow even a mouthful of the 
water, «as it is liable to cause strangula­ 
tion. 
Several deaths from this cause 
have ensued among persons who have 
ventured 
into 
the 
lake.—Chambers’ 
Journal.

H ow De 
Candolle arrived at an apparently cor­ 
rect estim ate of the enormous age of 
these living trees is a simple thing, and 
the principle is doubtless well known 
today to all. The yew, like most other 
trees, adds one line, about the tenth of 
an inch, to its circumference each year. 
But the oldest living thing in the world 
today as far as known Is a cypress tree 
in Chapultepec, Mexico, that Is 6,2(30 
years okl.
